Tiie gnats, Avhich if he rolls himself 
up in his dress or in a piece of muslin, 
are sure to bite through the covering, 
do not so much as attempt to pass the 
net."

NeAv York, June 20.—-No one can go 
Into our schools or meet a group of 
children on the street Avithout noticing 
hoAv large a number of them Avear 
spectacles. 
The proportion seems to 
increase yearly, and there are many 
more Avho ought to -wear glasses. 
The 
experience of one teacher might bo du- 
plicated by the score. She knew Allcf 
was inattentlA-e and she thought she 
was unusually stupid. 
She said so 
to the principal and sent a note to 
the mother, requesting that the cl^lld 
be helped at home if she A\'ished her 
to keep up Avith her class. 
One day 
after a blackboard explanation, 
the 
teacher called upon the child and found 
that she had not seen A\'hat had been 
AATltten. 
She Avas kept after school 
and by dint of much sympathetic ques- 
tioning Miss C. found that Alice had 
never been able to see A\'hat Avas put 
on the board and that her head had 
ached so often and so hard that she 
frequently failed to. hear A\'hat AA*as 
said. 


Such a condition may be caused by 
lack-of proper food, but In our Ameri- 
can homes it is usually duo to the poor 
quality of the artificial light. The yel- 
loAv. insufficient light of the ordinary 
kerosene lamp, Avith its smoky chim- 
ney, is about as bad for the eyes as 
can be imagined. The flickering light 
from a coal gas jet is but little better, 
and even the electric light, brilliant 
as. it usually is, has an unsteadiness 
due to variations In poAver^'Hind a glare 
peculiarly trying to the delicate nerA'es 
of sight. 
The comparatively new il- 
luminant acetylene gas produces* as 
nearly perfect an artificial light as has 
yet been found. It gives a clcar A\*hite, 
imAvavering light, very brilliant, yet 
perfectly soft, and so nearly like the 
rays of the sun that even colors ap- 
pear as in daylight. 


Fortxmately, acetylene is very easily 
and cheaply produced, and the simple 
apparatus necessary can be purchased 
and installed in any home at a A'ery 
moderate cost, and the acetylene can 
be piped to convenient points in the 
Louse Avhere a hght is needed. It is 
then lighted and extinguished and used 
exactly like common city gas. 


Acetylene is rapidly coming Into 
common 
use 
in 
homes, 
churches, 
schools and^institutions of all kinds, 
and it is reasonable to expect that as 
its use in the home increases, there 
Avill be feAver -defective eyes, particu- 
larly among children. 
Poor eyesight 
and the many ills resulting therefrom 
will undoubtedly be much reduced by 
the use of this neAV llluminant. 


The 
Czar 
a Busy 
Man. 


There 'is nowadays not a great deal 
of gaiety at the Russian court. 
The 
Emperor is a very busy man; 
he 
probably has more to do, even in time 
of peace, than any other man in the 
world. 
Combine the responsibility of 
the President, the cabinet, congress, 
the governors of the states, state leg- 
islatures and mayors of the principal 
cities In this country, and you will 
begin to form an idea of the load on 
the shoulders of Nicholas II. 
There 
is no finality below him, except as 
he permits it; and the mass of details 
that actually reaches him Is astonish- 
ing. 
If President Roosevelt had to 
grant permits to operate 
mills 
in 
Texas, erect buildings in New York, 
or form mining companies In Call 
fornia, before any such 
operations 
could be begun, even his giant energy 
would be taxed.

New York, June 20.—No one can go 
Into our schools or meet a group of 
children on the street without noticing 
bow large a number of them wear 
spectacles. 
The proportion seems to 
increase yearly, and there are many 
more who ought to wear glasses. The 
experience of one teacher might bo du­ 
plicated by the score. She knew Alice 
was inattentive and she thought she 
was unusually stupid. 
She said so 
to the principal and sent a note to 
the mother, requesting that the cl^ild 
be helped at home if she wished her 
to keep np with her class. 
One day 
after a blackboard explanation, the 
teacher called upon the child and found 
that she had not seen what had been 
"WTitten. 
She was kept after school 
ami by dint of much sympathetic ques­ 
tioning Miss C. found that Alice had 
never been able to see what was put 
on the board and that her head had 
ached so often and so hard that she 
frequently failed to. hear what was 
said. 
Such a condition may be caused by 
lack-of proper food, but In our Ameri­ 
can homes it is usually duo to the poor 
quality of the artificial light. The yel­ 
low. insufficient light of the ordinary 
kerosene lamp, with its smoky chim­ 
ney, is about as bad for the eyes as 
can be imagined. The flickering light 
from a coal gas jet is but little better, 
and even the electric light, brilliant 
as. it usually is, has an unsteadiness 
due to variations in power.^Hind a glare 
peculiarly trying to the delicate nerves 
of sight. 
The comparatively new il- 
luminant acetylene gas produces* as 
nearly perfect an artificial light as has 
yet been found. It gives a clcar white, 
unwavering light, very brilliant, yet 
perfectly soft, and so nearly like the 
rays of the sun that even colors ap­ 
pear as in daylight. 
Fortimately, acetylene is very easily 
and cheaply produced, and the simple 
apparatus necessary can be purchased 
and installed in any home at a very 
moderate cost, and the acetylene can 
be piped to convenient points in the 
house where a light is needed. It is 
then lighted and extinguished and used 
exactly like common city gas. 
Acetylene is rapidly coming into 
common 
use 
in 
homes, 
churches, 
schools and^institutions of all kinds, 
and it is reasonable to expect that as 
its nse in the home increases, there 
will be fewer -defective eyes, particu­ 
larly among children. 
Poor eyesight 
and the many ills resulting therefrom 
will undoubtedly be much reduced by 
the use of this new illuminant. 


The Czar a Busy Man. 
There 'is nowadays not a great deal 
of gaiety at the Russian court. 
The 
Emperor is a very busy man; 
he 
probably has more to do, even in time 
of peace, than any other man in the 
world. 
Combine the responsibility of 
the President, the cabinet, congress, 
the governors of the states, state leg­ 
islatures and mayors of the principal 
cities In this country, and you will 
begin to form an idea of the load on 
the shoulders of Nicholas II, 
There 
is no finality below him, except as 
he permits it; and the mass of details 
that actually reaches him Is astonish­ 
ing. 
If President Roofievelt had to 
grant permits to operate 
mills 
in 
Texas, erect buildings in New York, 
or form mining companies in Cali 
fornia, before any such 
operations 
could be begun, even his giant energy 
would be taxed. 
Yet, incredible as 
it may seem, the Emperor of Russia 
examines into 
myriads 
of 
similar 
minutiae, besides attending 
to 
the 
great affairs of fitate.—June*

Cheese Spears—Four ounces of flour, 
one-half pint of cold Avater, one ounce 
of butter, two eggs, pepper, salt and 
cayenne; three ounces of grated cheese. 
Dry the flour in a cold oven, then sift. 
Put the water and butter in a pan and 
let boil while adding the 
flour. 
Stir 
well, then take from the fire, and when 
nearly cold add the eggs, then tho 
cheese. 
Have ready some boiling fat 
and drop teaspoonfuls of the mixture 
into it. Fry a golden brown and drain 
on paper. 


Tomato and Pineapple Salad—Select 
tomatoes of a uniform size, scald quick- 
ly and peel. 
Cut a slice off the stem 
end, and scoop out the pulp, being 
careful not to break the wall; salt each 
tomato inside, invert on a plate, and 
chili thoroughly. 
Cut sliced pineapple 
in one-fourth inch cubes, and blanch 
and shred almonds cut into narrow 
strips lengthwise, and toss the pine- 
apple and nuts together; the proportion 
should be one-third nuts and two-thirds 
pineapple. 
Mix well with mayonnaise 
dressing, and refill tho tomato cups. 
Star mayonnaise on top of each cup, 
and nestle each in a nest of heart let- 
tuce leaves. 


A Delicious Dish—Whipped 
cream 
with a fig border makes a delicious 
finishing touch to a luncheon or dinner. 
The only difilcult part Is the making 
of the border. 
Here is the simplest 
method; 
Put a pound of figs, cut up 
very small, into a stewing-pan with 
one pint of water, six ounces of loaf 
sugar, and a little lemon rind. 
Cook 
In the oven for two hours. 
Rub this 
through a sieve (removing the lemon 
rind), and add to it half an ounce of 
gelatine, previously dissolved in water 
and strained. As it begins to cool, stir 
In a quarter of a gill of cream. 
Have 
ready a border mould, masiced with 
Jelly and decorated with chopped al- 
monds and pistachios, fill in with the 
fig puree, and place on ice to set. 
Whip half a gill of cream and sweeten 
It to taste. 
Turn out the mould in a 
cold dish, and fill the centre with 
cream. 


Stuffed Ham—A medium sized sugar 
ham is boiled in the usual manner, says 
What to Eat. When dene, either slash 
witii a knife, making long, slanting 
slashes, or puncture to the bone wltii 
the carving steel 
Prepare a stufiing 
of bread crumbs seasoned with pre- 
pared mustard until tho crumbs are 
quite yellow. Moisten with the water 
in which the ham was boiled. 
Mix 
with the dressing one onion chopped 
fine, a few sprays of parsley, minced, 
and plenty of pepper, black or red. 
Press this dressing in the slashes or 
punctures, and glaze the ham over 
with white of egg. Take a large hand- 
ful of crumbs, some as large as a grain 
of corn, and others larger; spread these 
over the top of the ham and moisten 
them with cream. 
Place in the oven 
long enough for the crumbs to brown, 
which will be long enough, also, to Jet 
the stuffing get hot. 
Garnish the dish 
with parsley or fine bunches of water- 
press.

A recent improvement of the tele­ 
graph that has been tested successfully 
iu Great Britain and Germany is the 
Murray Printing Telegraph, which em­ 
bodies a number of novel features. It 
is automatic in its woricing and con­ 
sists of a strip of punched paper, which 
is fed into a transmitting device, from 
which electrical impulses corresponding 
to the signals are sent along the line 
to the receiving apparatus, where a 
similar strip of punched tape is pre­ 
pared. This can be fed into a special 
form of typewriter and the message 
printed directly, or it can be nsed with 
another transmitting machine, and the

A single wire between 
stations is required, and a speed of 
from 150 to 200 words a minute has 
been attained between London and 
Edinburgh, with as many as 240 words 
under favorable conditions.

Cheese Spears—Four ounces of flour, 
one-haI£ pint of cold water, one ounce 
of buttei', two eggs, pepper, salt and 
c.iyenne; three ounces of grated cheese.

Put the w’ater and butter in a pan and 
let boil while adding the flour.

Cut sllcod pineapple 
in one-fourth inch cubes, and blanch 
and shred almonds cut Into narrow 
strips lengthwise, and toss the pine­ 
apple and nuts together; the proportion 
should bo one-third nuts and two-thirds 
pineapple. Mix ■well w’lth mayonnaise 
dressing, and refill the tomato cups. 
Star mayonnaise on top of each cup. 
and nestle each in a nest of heart let­ 
tuce leaves.

quite yellow. Moisten w'ith the water 
In which the ham M'as boiled. 
Mix 
with the dressing one onion chopped 
fine, a few sprays of parsley, minced, 
and plenty of pepper, black or red. 
Press this dressing iu the slashes or 
punctures, and glaze the ham over 
with white of egg. Take a large hand­ 
ful of crumbs, some as large as a grain 
of corn, and others larger; spread these 
over the top of the ham and moisten 
them W'ith cream. 
Place in the oven 
long enough for the crumbs to brow’n, 
which will be long onough, also, to let 
the stuffing get hot.
